MOLOTOV TALKS FOR

PARIS, Oct. 9— Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov said today the 
East-West division among nations Is becoming absurd and suggested 
compromises on “certain outstanding questions," but made clear that 
he is unwilling to yield on Trieste. 
Molotov charged Britain and the United Staten with trying to set up 
a semi-colonial regime in Trieste. He blamed Trieste disturbances on 
the Anglo-American occupation forces and asked the conference to set 
an early, exact date for their withdrawal. He said Trieste should be 
organised like pre-war Danzig. 
“Division of the west from the Slav states, or Eaat from West, is 
becoming an absurdity," he told the peace conference 48 hour* after 
has return from Moscow.

ENDORSEMENT of “euthanasia”, volun- 
tary painless death of incurables, has 
come from 5 4 Protestant New York min­ 
isters, according to the New York Times. 
Mercy killings for those desiring it and suf­ 
fering painful and fatal diseases would be 
legalized by a federal bill with certain 
safeguards. Among the clergymen report­ 
ed as seeing nothing “anti-Christian” 
in 
such a program are Dr. Henry Sloane C o f­ 
fin , Dr. Harry 
Emerson 
Fosdick, 
Rev. 
Ralph Sockman and Rev. Guy E. Shipler, 
editor of the Churchman. 
Here is the great puzzle. 
Many, unmoved by ethical 
or 
philo­ 
sophical considerations, 
will feel that the 
Euthanasia Society treads on dangerous 
ground. 
Who among the living can be so 
wise as to determine, for himself or others, 
when 
life should 
cease? 
How 
insure 
against criminal tampering with a “volun­ 
tary” death? 
Perhaps the most impressive argument 
of all against “mercy killings" is that they 
would dull the eternal fight of medicine 
against human ills. Gradually through the 
years, one disease after another once label­

The victim, suffering “incurably” today, 
may tomorrow find a new treatment con­ 
quering the disease and bringing longer 
life with new health and strength.

Protect Your Pet and Yourself 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, NJ). 
RABIES is a terrible disease 
• tarting suddenly with great irri­ 
tation of the nervous system, and 
ultimately bringing about paraly 
sis and death. Sine* we have no 
cure for it, we are fortunat* indeed 
that it is primarily a disease of 
dogs and is acquired by human 
beings only a* a result of being 
bitten by a rabid animal. 
We are very lucky in another 
respect, too, in possessing a pre­ 
ventive vaccine. This was worked 
out by the great French scientist 
Pasteur and where given early 
enough to one who has been in­ 
fected. the development of the dis­ 
ease can be stopped almost with­ 
out exception. 
What to Do 
With this in mind, the average 
man wants to know what to do and 
w hen to do it should he or a mem­ 
ber of his family be bitten by a 
dog w htch might be infected with 
rabies. 
Circumstance will determine the 
answer, lf th# animal can be found, 
it should bt* kept under observa­ 
tion. if it does not develop symp­ 
toms of rabies within two weeks, 
no further concern need be felt. 
If it does, there will still be time 
for the antirabic serum to take 
effect because, though the time 
between infection and the onset of 
rabies varies, in the great major­ 
ity of cases, it is 20 to 60 days. 
There is one exception to this. 
Bite* on the fact or neck ar* 
particularly dangerous. Therefor* 
many doctor* feel that in these 
eases there should be no waiting at 
all. In other words, one should not 


take a chance that the animal will 
prove to be healthy. Th# danger 
is too great should things turn out 
the other way and hence, they ad­ 
vocate starin g antirabic serum at 
once. 
The experience of th# Chicago 
Health Department strongly sup­ 
ports this view. Hence, th# only 
failures in the prevention of rabies 
have occurred when the vaccine 
was not given early enough to 
those bitten on the face or neck. 
Immediate Injections 
If the animal cannot be found 
and observed, then th# only safe 
thing is to assume that it was rab­ 
id, start immediate injections of 
the vaccine, and give a full course. 
Rabies seems to be another in 
the long list of serious diseases 
which are caused by those ex­ 
tremely tiny trouble-makers, the 
viruses. Oho# the rabies organism 
enter* the blood streams, it can be 
dealt with only by use of antirabic 
serum. For this and for other rea­ 
sons Dr. Thomas L» Chiffelle af 
Nashville advocates washing of 
th* wound arith nothing stronger 
than a 20 per cent simp solution. 
The use of such substances aa 
silver nitrate or strong acids ia 
hardly of any value, and certainly 
no treatment of the wound will 
eliminate the virus from the wound 
after six hours. 
Persons who have animal bite* 
should not delay in consulting rn 
physician for treatment Once it 
develops, rabies is IOO per cant 
fatal and hence nothing to fool 
around with or to treat with horn# 
J 
remedies. There is just one right
